T. J. Lammereaux, the well known 


mining man, who has been inte'resting 
Philadelphia in Tonopah, came in frohi 
the south last evening and in an in- 
terview said: 


"The development work on the great 


Mizpah lode establishes the fact that 
the mineral bearing zone is over two 
miles in length. 
The diamond drill 


hole on the 700 foot level of the Miz- 
pah ledge is down 850 feet and is 
still in ore, showing the ledges to con- 
tinue in depth. 


"While there are some criticisms ol 


the work in the mines in Tonopah, 
the companies are eiowiy, but very 
systematically developing. 
In 
other 


words they are blocking out ground, 
which is the only way mines should 
be worked. 


"The new mill, which will be com- 


pleted about the 1st of September, will 
be watched with interest by ail the 
mining men in the district. 
There 


is an immense amount of ore in the 
vicinity of Tonopah that •would noj 
pay to ship, but If it could be worked 
profitably on the ground it would meari' 
much for the camp."

ISPATCHES from Washington state that gross ir- 
rpeuiorities have been found in the assay of impoit- 


ecl lead oroe at El Paso Texas. There is nothing new 
«Lbout this except perhaps in the discovery, for there is 
s&carcely a. doubt that the ii regularities have been prac- 
ticed for years. The manner of levying duties on silver- 
lead ores imported makes it a comparatively easy matter 
for fraud to be perpetrated in assaying the ores. 


Up to the time of the Harrison administration straight 


lead ore was dutiable at thirty dollars per ton. If ore con- 
tained lead and also one or both of the precious metals 
the character of the ore was determined by the relative 
value of the different metals which it contained. If gold 
predominated it was classified as gold ore; if the silver 
••showed an excess of value it was put down as silver ore; 
it the value of the lead was greater than that of either of 
the others It was listed as lead ore. As there was no duty 
on either gold or silver ore it was to the interest of the 
importer to raise the values of those1 metals or lower the 
"value of the lead so as to ha-ve the ore placed upon the free 
list. Tills was generally done by putting the ore rich in 
^Silver or gold on the tops of the cars from which the as- 
ssays were taken. 


During the Harrison administration the revenue law 


\v«s changed so as to make those odes bear a duty pro- 
portionate to the quantity of lead contained, and we be- 
llove the law now so provides. This is something of an 
improvement upon the former condition, but it still leaves 
the door open for fraud. In loading the cars it is compar- 
i.Uvely easy to put the ores light in lead on top and thus 
reduce the amount of the duty. Besides, as constant as- 
'saying is necessary to determine the lead values there is 
^always a chance for fraudulent collusion. 


The natuie of the Irregularities is not stated, but prob- 


sxbly they consist in undervaluing the lead contained in 
"the ore. Whatever they are their thorough investigation 
"will doubtless add more or less to the discomfort of the 
Grand Old Party of high moral ideas and purity in pol-
